tive referendum on prohibition, in- 


cluding only 11 of Helsingfors’ 52 pre- 
cincts, gave a per cent vote for 
abolition of. the country’s dry law. 

Nine per cent of the votes cast in 
nm 11 precincts were for retention 

rohibition. Only 1 per cent of the 
bal ots was for legalization of light 
wines and beer. 

The young Finnish republic com- 
pleted its popular referendum, the 
first since its liberation from the 
Russian czardom, last night. Tabula- 
tion of votes did not start until mid- 
night and the result probably will not 
be known for several days, possibly 
as many as nine. 

The first results surprised political 
circles by the strength of the anti- 
prohibition vote. 

All ballots must be sent sealed to 
Helsingfors, and means of communi- 
cation in outlying parts of the coun- 
try are inadequate for quick returns. 

Voters Given Three ‘Questions. 

A further complication is the fact 
that three, instead of two, questions 
were put to the voters—retention of 
prohibition, legalization of light wines 
and beer, and abolition of the dry law. 

When the polls were closed after 
two days of voting no one in authority 
was willing to forecast the result. It 
was accepted that the cities had gen-

Nazi Chief’s New Year’s 


Cry Against Bolshevism. | 1, 


MUNICH, Germany, Dec. 30,—(/) 
| Adolf Hitler told his national socialist 


night they would charge to victory 
“like knights without fear or blame, 
through hell, death and damnation.” 

The leader of Germany's fascist 
“nazis” exhorted them to fight “bol- 
shevism” to the utmost, and again 
proclaimed the legality of his methods. 

The “nazi” chieftain said his party 
had risen prodigiously in 1931 and 
now is the largest in Germany, with 
a roster exceeding 800,000. He also 
claimed for it the adherence of more 
than 15,000,000 Germans. 

He charged Catholics and the mid- 
die-class with being the tools of “bol- 
shevism” and the cause of all they 
Fatherland’s misfortunes. 

Scores Bolshevism. 

The bourgeoisie, he said, did not 
yet realize that bolshevism was shak- 
ing the foundations of a culture 1,000 
years old. Victory for bolshevism, he 
added, would mean the end of all, 
including religion, and a relapse to 
barbarism. 

“If our movement were wiped out 
today,” he said, “Germany would be 
bolshevist tomorrow. 

“Fate itself demands __ straight 
fronts. The Biblical prediction ex- 
onerating the hot or cold, but damn- 
ing the lukewarm to be spewed out, 
is about to be fulfilled in the “~ 
therland. The middle parties will be 
smashed to a pulp.” 

His message of about 1,000 words, 
addressed ‘to national socialists, said 
there would be “no compromise with 
Marxism,” and added: 

“We enter the New Year knowing 
full well it will be the hardest year 
in our fight. I repeat that I ask 
nothing illegal from you, but demand 
that you follow the course my con- 
science and judgment prescribe. 

~/ Path.” 

“We will have to hack our way 
through a purgatory of lies, slanders, 
terrorism and persecution, but we 
shall win through. 

“Remember, the enemy has but one 
weapon left: Lying, but like knights 
without fear or blame, we will charge 
through hell, death and damnatiom 

“Comrades! We will march into the 
coming year as fighters so that we 
may leave it as victors. Long live 
our glorious national socialist move- 
ment, long live our ever-beloved Ger- 
man people.” 

The message, which bore the date 
of January 1, 1932, closed with the 
“nazi” battle ery of “Wake Up, Ger- 
many.’

sale Release Will “Be at | Exchange Finds Consid- 


erable Optimism. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—(#)—The 
cotton trade looks toward the future 
with more optimism than might be 
expected in view of ‘present unfavor- 
able conditions, said Philip. B. Weld, 
president of the New York Cotton 
Exchange in his year-end statement 
today. 


Reviewing the shrinkage in cotton 
values during the year in consequence 
of the large production, heavy carry- 
over, and the economic situation, Mr. 
Weld commented : 

“The significant feature of the sit- 
uation is the fact that the decline has 
been so small. Without excessive 
production in many crops, the average 
decline in prices of farm products as 
a whole has been about 26 per cent. 
It is most gratifying that cotton, un- 
der prevailing conditions, has fallen 
only. 9 per cent more than farm prod- 
ucts as a group. 

“The trade is no longer interested 
in statistics of present supplies—it 
knows them by héart, and it knows 
that prices have already fallen be- 
cause of the facts disclosed by them. 
But consumption has been running 
ahead of last season. ‘The orient has 
taken tremendous quantities of Amer- 
ican cotton, the Egyptian and Indian 
crops are materially smaller; Ameri- 
ean cotton is cheaper relatively to for-

Japan's Manchurian armies stam- 
peded the Chinese agtreat yesterday 
ar... it appeared they*would celebrate 
New Year’s Day by occupying Chin- 
chow. 

The Chinese were swept back on 
two fronts. A column approaching 
Kowpangtze, important railway cen- 
ter, got within four miles of the city, 


which is expected to fall today with- 
out resistance, Another column, ad- 
vancing- on Kowpangtze from the 
north, occupied Tahushan after a 43- 
mile push which was accomplished so 
easily that an entire infantry regi- 
ment moved in bright green motor 
trucks without so much as a cavalry 
screen in front of them. 

Reports from Tahushan and Kow- 
pangtze said upward of forty bombs 
were dropped on egch city. Railroad 
facilities were w and traffic 
blocked, the report said. 

Meanwhile, the Chinese, in rout, 
were seeking safety below the Great 
Wall of China. The evacuation of 
Chinchow, ordered by Marshal Chang 
Hsueh-liang, was being carried out as 
quickly as trains could be found to 
transport troops.

HIGH’S SECOND FLOOR OF FASHIONS 
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Mercer Professor and 
Mathematician - Author 
Dies in 56th Year. 


MACON, Ga., Dec. 30.—()—Dr. 
Francis Jerome Holder, 55, Mercer 
University professor and one of the 
nation’s outstanding mathematicians, 
died this afternoon at a local hos- 
pitai after an illness of several 


months’ duration. Dr. Holder was 
Stricken during the past session of 
the Mercer summer school and at 
that time physicians held little hope 
for his recovery. His condition im- 
proved to allow his return to his 
class work at the university, but sev- 
eral weeks ago his illness returned 
and he was removed to a hospital. 

He was born in Santa Fe, Fia., 
in 1876, and received his early edu- 
cation in the Florida common schooia, 
In 18092 he entered the freshman 
class of National Norman Univer- 
sity, Lebanon, Ohio, and worked his 
way through, graduating four eae 
later with an A. B. degree. 

During the next few years he taught 
school and in 1905 completed work 
on A. M. A. degree at Yale Univer- 
sity. Three years later he graduated 
from Yale, again with a Ph.D. de- 
. gree and was given the Yale scholar- 
ship award in mathematics for hav- 
ing the highest scholastic record in 
the. university during his period of 
study there. 

Dr. Holder began his educational 
career as principal of the high school 
at Alachua, Fla., and since held po- 
sitions as professor in the School of 
Commerce at the University of Wyom- 
ing; professor of mathematics at Col- 
by College, Colby Maine; head of 
the mathematics department at Ak- 
ron College, Ohio, and head of the 
. mathematics department at the Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh for six years. 

In 1918 he came to Mercer Uni- 
versity as dean of the School of Com- 
merce and professor in the depart- 
ment of mathematics, and a year later 
was made head of the mathematics 
department, a position he held until 
his death. 

He was the author of a number 
of mathematical textbooks and sci- 
entific papers and treatises, and at 
the time of his death was preparing 
textbooks for high school and college 
mathematics. One of his textbooks 
is entitled “Multiple Infinite Series 
in M-Way Space.” 

He held memberships in the follow- 
ing professional and scientific socie- 
ties: American Mathematical Asso- 
ciation, Mathematical Association of 
America, Society for the Promotion 
of Engineering Education, American 
Association for Advancement of Sci- 
ence, and the National Geographic 
Society. 

He was a prominent figure in Ma- 
con church work and was the teach- 
er of a Sunday school class at the 
First Baptist church, but divided his 
time between the First Baptist and 
Tattnall Square Baptist churches. 

_ Surviving are Mrs. Holder, who 
was Miss Isabella Leffingwall Pier- 
son, of New Haven. Conn.; three 
daughters, Lois Rosalind, a ‘teacher 
at Lanier High School { r Boys; Mil- 
dred, a senior at Mercer University, 
and Gladys May, a student at Miller 
High school, and a son, Floyd, a stu- 
dent of the Macon public schools. 

Funeral services will be conducted 
at 11 o'clock Friday mornjng in 
Hart's chapel bY Dr. .Gy urts, 
pastor of the rst Baptist church, 
and Dr. Spright Dowell, president of 
Mercer University. Interment. will be 
in Rose Hill cemetery.

The 
conductor then intended to bring him 
to Valdosta and send him to Moultrie 
‘by bus, but when the train stopped 
here he could not be located. 

Railway police were called and 
they have carefully checked the Adel 
and Hahira sections, the only two 
stops the Royal Palm made between 
Tifton and Valdosta. The stops made 
by the train in the Valdosta yards 
were noted and searches made about 
over the city.

Joos, of Jena, using a still differ- 
ent- method recently confirmed the 
Michelson-Morley experiment. 

Kennedy confirms both Michelson 
and Morley and Joos. Those two 
used merely the earth’s daily spin to 
pit’ as a measuring rod against the 
velocity of light. Kennedy's quartz 
man confirms that and then finds the 
same thing again on the _ celestial 
merry-go-round scale, There his meas- 


of light is 70 times as fast as in the 
other experiments. 

Kennedy's robot was made of the 
finest quartz to help reduce errors 
due to differences of temperagure in 
the long intervals of the big rme. The 
quartz also has less “creep” than 
other solids. “Creep” means the slow, 
invisible shrinking of the crystals 
compres most hard substances. 

The other “drift” experimentors 
used white light and obtained their 
amazingly aecurate measurements by 
observing the displacement of straight 
“fringes”? formed when the split parte 
of the beam reunited, 

But, because he introduced time, 
the famous “T” of Einstein equations, 
Kennedy had to have a single cqlor 
beam and used mercury light. When 
his beams reunited, he measured diam- 
eters of curved fringes. His robot 
recorded automatically on photograph- 
ic plates, 

Discovery of evidence of circulation 
of “hormone-like substances” through 
the nerves was reported by Dr. G. H.
